The end of April and the 
first of May will be our last chanee 
to view the spectacular sight of 
Jupiter, Saturn and Mars! The 
three will be on the ecliptic one 
above another on the western hori- 
zon after the sun sets! 

To locate the planets ssmrftvl 
catch the sunset one eveni:re only 
as the sky darkens, look aboVe ; tftc 
point on the western horizon where 
the Sun set. Jupiter will be the first 
of the three above the horizon and 
will be the brightest, for it is the 



largesl planet in the solar system. 
Saturn will be next above Jupiter in 
a line, and it will not be as bright as 
Jupiter, for it is the second largest 
planet. 

Continuing on a line through 
Saturn leads to the planet Mars. It 
will be easy to recognize due to its 
reddish color which comes from iron 
on its surface j This iron has com- 
bined with oxygen and formed ferric 
oxide or what \fe commonly call 
rust

fied as gas giant planets; they are 
extremely large and are made pri- 
marily of the element hydrogen. 
Mars on the other hand is slightly 
smaller than Earth and, like Earth, 
falls into the terrestrial planet classi- 
fication. It is small, has a hard 
surface and is not made of gases. 

Keep looking up, be sure to 
enjoy a beautiful sunset over the 
next two weeks, and locate Jupiter, 
Saturn and Mars lined up on the 
ecliptic above where the Sun sets!
